A bustling crowd of over 60,000 
Amiga enthusiasts descended on 
this impressive exhibition hall over 
the 4 days spanning 31 October - 3 
November this year and a good time 
was had by all.

Two major stands stood out: 
Software 2000 and United Software. 
Software 2000. Germany's largest 
strategic games software developers, 
showcased superior adventure games 
with some pretty wacky packaging. 
Cathedral was eating up most peoples' 
hard-earned Deutsch marks but you 
haven 1 missed out. The company have 
signed to US Gold and will be develop- 
ing new products for the UK in the new 
year. 

United Software were pulling the 
crowds with Thai ion's latest offering of a 
highly accurate flight simulator of the 
Lufthansa A320 Airbus.

The most exciting development I saw, 
though, was on the Toshiba stand After 
producing CD-ROM units for the Apple 
series, Toshiba are now about to 
release a unit for the Amiga range. The 
unit is available as either an internal unit 
for the A2000 or as an external box for 
use wfth the others in the range - includ- 
ing the relatively humble A500. The 
units can play normal CDs and several 
on display were blasting out assorted 
well-known tunes.

BACKGAMMON 

Backgammon is popular world-wide 
because it offers a test of skill and strat- 
egy, yet can be played in less than 
fifteen minutes. Amiga Backgammon 
offers the same challenges, with the 
added bonus that you don't need to 
invite a friend around to play it. 

You use the white counters and the 
objective is to remove all of your pieces 
from the board before your opponent.

The two right-hand quadrants are neu- 
tral territory. 

Moving your pieces in a clockwise 
direction, you have to try and get all of 
your pieces into your home base, and 
then off the board.

When it's your turn, two dice will be 
thrown in the left half of the board. The 
numbers shown on the dice represent 
the number of positions you can move 
your pieces. If s for example, you throw a 
six and a five, you could either move 
two separate pieces - one of them six 
spaces and the other five - or you could 
move the same piece eleven spaces 
around the board. 

To take your turn, first click on the 
piece to be moved, then on the destina- 
tion and it will be moved.

a piece for the total of two dice r you 
must move it in two separate stages 
representing the first number and then 
the other. 

Unfortunately, that's not all there is to 
it! When the computer has more than 
one piece on a triangle, that triangle is 




protected, and you can t land on it as 
part of your move. If there's only one 
piece on a triangle it's vulnerable, and if 
your dice roll enables you to move one 
of your pieces onto that space, the com- 
puter's piece is removed from the board 
and placed onto the bar (the strip divid- 
ing the right and left halves of the 



board). The computer can t move any 
more pieces until his captured' piece is 
finally brought back onto the board. It's 
possible for you {or the computer) to 
capture several pieces over a series of 
moves, thus making it difficult to resume 
normal play. 

if you consider that the home 
bases are numbered from one to 
six, counting from left to right, a 
captured 1 piece can only be 
brought back onto the board in a 
vacant or vulnerable location within 
the enemy's home base. A throw of 
one would enable the captured 
piece to come back onto the board 
at the far left triangle, provided that 
location isn't protected'. 

. To complete the game, you must 
first get ALL of your pieces into 
your home base, before you can 
begin bearing off. Bearing off is a flashy 
name for a straightforward process, and 
simply means removing pieces from the 
board according to your dice roils. If you 
throw a six, you can remove a piece 
from the sixth position (counting from 
left to right] . If you throw a high number, 
but there are no more pieces in that

position (or higher), you may remove a 
piece from the next lowest position. 

if you throw a double, you may use 
each number twice, giving a total of four 
moves. If you find yourself in a position 
where you can t move, either because 
you have trapped pieces on the bar or 
all of your possible moves are blocked 
by protected pieces, click on the dice to 
end your turn. 

The main art of playing Backgammon 
is to move your pieces around the 
board, causing as much trouble to the 
opponent as possible, whilst leaving 
yourself vulnerable as rarely as possi- 
ble. 

CHINESE CHECKERS 

This six-player game is a stimulating 
variant on Draughts. When the game 
has loaded, you'll be presented with a 
star-shaped board containing six 
coloured zones, each of 
which is filled with 
pieces. The object of 
the game is to 
move all of your 
pieces from one 
zone to the one at 
the opposite side of 
the board, forming the 
same pattern in that zone 
as they did in your own. 

The board is divided into triangles, 
and the pieces move along the edges of 
the triangles, landing on the vertices 
(corners). A piece may be moved one 
position in any direction, unless it's 
jumping. Pieces can jump any adjacent 
piece on the board, provided the posi- 
tion beyond is empty. Multiple jumps 
can also be made when the arrange- 
ment of pieces is such that having 
landed from one jump, another is imme- 
diately available. As long as this is the 
case, the player can continue jumping. 

To actually move a piece, all you 
have to do is click on the piece to be 
moved and on the place that you want 
to move it to. Before you start playing, 
you'll need to tell the computer which of 
the players is human, and to do that 
you'll need to go into the Player menu at 
the top of the screen. Once there, you'll 
notice that all six players are listed by 
colour. If you move the cursor on to one 
of these players and release the mouse 
button, the computer will toggle between 
human and automatic control. A tick 
means that the computer will control 
that colour, 

You may also want to set the com- 
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puters skill level if it's controlling any of 
the pieces. To do this, go to the Level 
menu and select the difficulty level that 
you require ranging from one {easiest) 
to seven (most skillful), 

GO MOKU 

The player's objective in this ancient 
two-player game, is to place five stones 
in an unbroken row with players taking 
it in turns in placing stones. To place a 




stone, simply point at the place you 
want the stone to go, and click the left 
mouse button. If you're having difficul- 
ties, you can ask the computer to 
suggest or play your move for you by

PEG PUZZLE 
(THE TOWER) 

The object of this simple puzzle game, 
is to move all of the pieces from the left- 
hand peg to the one on the right so that 
they form the same pyramid shape.

|retty sexy, eh? Most of the screen- 
's hots on these pages were 
developed by Angel Studios in 
California for a new feature film based 
on a Stephen King short story, the 
Lawnmower Man. But there's more to 
these images than perky pixels and cute 
colours - each one tells a few thousand 
words about the near future of graphics 
technology. Here's twelve hundred of 
them to whet your appetite. 

The best news fs that profession ally- 
animated graphics like these don't sim- 
ply rely on massive processing power 
What you see here is just as much the 
result of the steady refinement of new 
skills and techniques for creating com- 
puter-generated moving images. That 
means that your Amiga monitor could 
soon be benefiting from the lessons cur- 
rently being learnt by the professionals. 
Sooner or later, these techniques are 
going to change the images you see on 
your screen at home, even if the tech- 
nology itself takes a little longer to catch 
up. 

Even today, the graphics tools in use 
at, say, Lucasfilm's Industrial Light and 
Magic, Pixar or Angel Studios are 
spawning 2nd cousins within the home 
computer market - your own collection 
might feature Sculpt 4Dor Deluxe Paint 
(V, for example. However, the skills to 
optimise packages like these are still fil- 
tering down into the Amiga development 
market as programmers and computer 
artists in Europe steadily acquire a 
whole set of newly-evolved techniques; 
vftal skills without which the graphics we 
crave simply can't be put/together. 

So, what goes to make a photo- 
realistic computer image? To the profes- 
sional computer animator, the real world 
rsn't just a collection of objects to be 
modelled, rotated, scaled, and animated 
- it's a vastly complex scenario that

direction and intensity; particle systems 
(water splashes, for example) in which 
myriads of tiny objects inter-react to cre- 
ate a single event; colours of varying 
hue and luminosity. Get the picture? 
Getting the graphic takes just a teensy 
bit longer. 

The first step lies in the pre-produc- 
tion process - simply deciding exactly 
what the sequence is going to show. A 
client coming to Angel Studios, for 
example, will usually come armed either 
with a story board, artwork, or simply a 
verbal description. It's vital for an anima- 
tor to get involved even at this early 
stage, as he or she will know what the 
technology can and can't do and, on a 
more specific level, the limits of their 
own proprietary software. 

The next step involves taking the 
objects in the scene and modelling 
them. An object model can start with a 
set of photographs, an artwork, or even 
a physical object. Take the human head, 
for example. Wandering around Angel 
Studios you'll see several snapshots of 
people who seem to have some sort of

warpaint fetish. In fact, the geometric 
markings on their faces serve as guides 
to an animator who will later have to 
construct their facial anatomy and 
expression using polygons as building 
blocks. Dividing the area around the 
mouth, for example, into a network of tri- 
angles and then taking a sequence of 
shots as the subject smiles, provides an 
immediate reference for the transforma- 
tions the triangles will undergo. Once 
these models have been constructed on 
the computer, the co-ordinates of each 




polygon can be stored to form a 
database from which the object can be 
reconstructed from any angle. 

Now we need to add a spot of life to 
our creation. The choreography of wire- 
frame models is both technically and 
artistically demanding. Where it relates 
to real-world objects - the whale in the 
marine photograph on these pages, for 
example - this will almost certainly 
involve the animator in a prolonged 
study of film footage. Human movement 
is generally well-known to animators, 
but how does a monkey 
stand up?

He adds: We like people who can do 
a portrait of someone in the newspa- 
pers, like John Major or Madonna, If you 
can send a 16-colour graphic of them 
and it's of photographic quality, we'll go 
wild" Sprite-based animations should 
show your aptitude for games work. Not 
necessarily small sprites, they could be 
quarter-screen for facial movements or 
something. We d also be after a full 
piece of artwork like a complete rendi- 
tion of a landscape or city. Not just a 
fantastic stand-alone object against a 
black background. That doesn't work, 
weVe got to see how people actually 
compose their artwork. We can instantly 
tell how good you are, We had one guy 
who sent us four disks full of animations 
of a little green man. It was really good, 
it obviously showed he knew how the 
sprites should be laid out but that's a 
skill anybody can pick up.'

'We're keen to see 
how you contend with limitations, say, in 
terms of available memory and the 
amount of colours.

Neil Young, producer at Croydon- 
based Probe Software, perhaps the 
busiest conversion house in the entire 
universe, is rather frank about this abil- 
ity, or lack of it!

Probe have been busy devising the^

StmEarth. According to Young, a soft- 
ware manager or producer should 
phone you within a week or thereabouts 
if they think your artwork is good 
enough. If they don't get in touch, call 
them and find out where you're going 
wrong Take any constructive criticism 
on -board, work on all your weaknesses, 
then try again. 

FOR A FEW 
DOLLARS MORE 

A successful graphic designer working 
freelance or full-time can earn anything 
from £7,500 to £35,000 a year. The sum 
largely depends on experience, track- 
record and reputation for sticking to 
deadlines. Anybody toying with the idea 
of joining the profession should take 
note of this final point. If it takes you six 
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Mora than 2000 frames of animation went in to

'We'll take someone on a trial 
period, paying them around £100 
per week; reveals Kenwright, 'We 
train up lads straight out of school, 
after no time at all they could be 
earning around £7,000 per year. If 
you're fresh off a degree course 
you could be looking at perhaps £9,000, 
Someone at a higher level than that 
could get over £1 5,000 but they'd be in 



charge of art direction, game design and 
storyboarding. We always insist that the 
programmers and artists should get a 
cut ol the profits because they do the 
bulk of the work. We also have bonus 
payments for beating deadlines. The 
way the industry is moving, there's 
going to be a great demand for artists in 
the years to come. Shaun Hollywood, 
for instance, was previously employed 
by a professional animation company 
doing television and film work. He's 
doing stuff that greatly surpasses our 
best expectations. Digital Image Design 
now employs more artists than program- 
mers.' 

Even if you possess all the relevant 
skills and get a few lucky breaks, don't 
expect fame and fortune to follow you 
overnight, Berni, for example, one of the 
resident graphic designers at Gremlin - 
publisher of the successful Switchblade 
U t Utopia and Lotus ff- doesn't feel 
graphic designers get either the financial 
or public recognition they deserve. A 
feeling Ittt sure is shared among his fel- 
low artists.

BE A CARD 

Over the past few months I've been 
revealing secrets of the graphic artist - 
techniques used by the pros to give your 
Amiga art that extra sparkle. Now If s 
time to pull the threads together. and P in 
true Blue Peter style, create something 
out of nothing. The beauty of making 
your own cards on the Amiga is that you 
can add your own touches of quirky 
humour, or modify existing artwork to 
give it a Christmas theme - it's also 
extremely cheap! 

READY MADE 

Don't worry if your drawing skills are a 
little poor at present - we'il be finding 



out how to make some simple but effec- 
tive designs relying mainly on a 
selection of fonts with little in the way of 
glitzy artwork. We'll also be taking a look 
at how you can beef up some of the 
images you may already have in your 
collection. 

OLD CHESTNUT 

In fact, to ease into things, let's begin 
with a real chestnut: snow on text. The 
text needs to be of a good size - with 
characters of at least 3cm high. If you 
have only the Workbench fonts (WHY? 
Get some PD fonts immediately!) you 
can easily increase their tiny size by 
clipping them out of your art package as 
a brush and increasing their size. To 
overcome the problem of jagged edges 
on the enlarged text, you will have to 
touch them up manually. 

SNOW-GREY 

Using DPaints shape fill brush (top right 
icon on the tool menu, lower portion of 
the icon), with a light grey selected from 
the colour palette (no white just yet), you 
can easily s coaf the tops of the letters 



individually to simulate snow, Use the 
white now to add highlights to your 
snowfall with the freehand one-pixel 
brush 

FLAKEY IDEA 

One neat way to add a small no-draw- 
ing-skill-needed item to your text screen 
is to use DPainfs symmetry tool, and, 
with a freehand brush, draw continuous 
smallish random strokes, and before 
you know it, you have a magnified 
snowflake. 

COLOURED BALLS 

Where would Christmas be without 
them? They hang off trees and decorate 
almost everything. Luckily, they are also 
dead easy to get right in DPaint. By 
defining a spread of similar colours, 
from light to dark (red, for example), 
and, making this your spread range, 
when you choose the filled circle tool 
and draw, you create a highlighted 
sphere. If you are lucky enough to have 
DPaint IV, then the opportunity exists to 
add more realism by specifying a high - 
light point, 

5TRING ALONG 

Add a piece of twine to the top, and 
think about hanging it on the tree. The fir 
itself can be drawn as fussy Or as simply 
as you like. The easy and adequate way 
is to use a large-sized airbrush, and 
spray sweeping stokes of three different 
coloured greens in the shape of a fir tree

Gy diving into a puddle, the 
enemy will run straight past, 



allowing you to 
stand up and slit 
their throat as they 
approach. In addition, 
although blazing away with 
your gun brings instant 
death to all comers, it will 
also draw more attention to 
yourself. 

BEHIND THE SCENES: 

There's been surprisingly lit- 
tle hype from Electronic Zoo 
regarding Fireforce, but the 
basic idea was to attempt a 
new slant on the Green 
Beret theme, From here, the 
idea of a more tactical 




approach was born, with the 
occasional bout of gratuitous 
violence added to help tide 
things over. 

FIRST IMPRESSIONS: The 

only possible problem 
Electronic Zoo may have with 
Fireforce is in its repetition. 
Although there are several 
missions on otter, they don't 
vary a great deal. That said, 
from what we have seen, 
Fireforce certainly seems to 
play quite well - if a little 
slowly - and could be a wel- 
come newcomer to 
the platoons of army 
games currently grac- 
ing the shelves. The 
game is aimsot fin- 
ished and is currently 
going through its test- 
ing stage and should 
be in the softshops 
sometime in January. 






Brawn-free as Titus get all Brain ie. 
THE GAME PLAY: The Brainies are an 
odd bunch of critters who exist only to 
eat and reproduce. Whaf s more, the 
world as we know it has been overrun 
by these fluffy little Tribble clones, and 
before it collapses under their ever- 
growing weight, they must be steered 
into a time portal, effectively removing 
them from the planet. The player is thus 
given control over a Brainie- moving cur- 
sor which can be used to steer them 
from area to area but, as in such puz- 
zlers as The Power, their movement 
continues until they hit a wall or some- 
thing equally solid. Another problem is 
that the Brainies come in bur colours, 
and can only exit a stage via a similarly- 



coloured portal. Add to 
this a series of bombs 
and switch -related 
traps, and the fun really 
begins, 

PLUS POINTS: Puzzle games are often 
criticised for their lack of variation 
between levels, but Brainies' many new 
features and taxing stages should 
ensure that this doesn't occur. The addi- 
tion of newer traps and ideas are eased 
in very gradually so not to confuse the 
player, and the solutions to the puzzles 
are simple without being too obvious.

The 
control panels and their functions are 
based on those of an actual Tornado, with 
minor enhancements to fit in all the 
relevant displays.

In the pursuit of realism, all objects are 
in proportion with each other as well as 
the player's plane.

This theme crops up through- 
out the game and whatever 
course of action you take at 
these junctions will effect the 
running of the adventure. 

Robocop is also bound by 
his programmed directives:

In one 
instance, he is in a church 
and the resistance have 
taken flight down the sewers 
whilst the Rehabs have sur- 
rounded the building. When 
he arrives the church is actu- 
ally full of women and 
children. Does he protect the 
innocent and shoot it out with 
the rehabs? Or does he blast 
the crowd and pursue the 
rebels? 

From a technical point of 
view, one of the most accom- 
plished sections of the game 
is a 3D beat 'em up involving 
Robocop and a Japanese 
droid calJed Atomo, Again, a 
number of different view- 
points can be taken and the 
polygenic battle is certainly 
worth a good bash at even if 
Robo is a little slow to react 
in this state. 

For me, however accom- 
plished the nice effects are, 
the corridor section, with 
Robo tracking the rebels, 
was one of the most interest- 
ing.

To help protect such a 
large and vulnerable fleet of 
ships, the Federation has 
built a large number of battle- 
ships including two huge 
dreadnoughts, the Batlleaxe 
and the Redstorm, and a 
highly advanced fighter 
equipped with a fiersome 
array ot weaponry. Made 
from super-tough Epical

planet Potead before the 
Federation Battle Fleet is in 
range will result in the near- 
total destruction of the 
convoy and leave you alone 
in facing the Rexxon Imperial 
Guard - a task not to be rel- 
ished? Another mission 
involves repelling a Rexxon 
Attack Legion. Although this 
is easily done h adequate pro- 
tection must be given to the 
Agricultural ships and the 
Ordnance storage vessels.

The most amazing thing 
about the game is the quality 
and speed of the 3D graph- 
ics. The variety of designs, 
liberally borrowed' from clas- 
sic sci-fi TV shows and 
movies, adds to the overall 
atmosphere and gives a con- 





vincing feel of 'authenticity' lo 
the game. Some of the ships 
in the game are gigantic, up 
to six miles long, and the 
player can zoom in to lake a 
closer and more detailed look 
at some of the larger craft. 
Near-perfect collision detec 
tion means that you can fly in 
between the individual struts 
and girders that make up 
each ship's infrastructure 
without inadvertently irashing 
your craft due to poor design. 

The sheer scale of the 
game is also impressive. Up 
to 400 polygons can be on 
screen per second and multi- 
ple battle sequences can 
involve more than 350 ships, 
each with their own intelli- 
gence routines For example, 
predator ships will merely 
persue a vessel until either it 
or its target are destroyed 
while other craft display 
attack modes based on real 
war tactics and theory such 
as encirclement and disper- 
sal manoeuvres, More than 
six man years have gione 
into developing the game 

with a good pro- 
portion of that 
time spent on 
perfecting the 
battle 

sequences. 

Old timer 
Dave Whittaker, 
provided the 
sound FX. Mars, 
the Bringer of 
War : from 
Hoists' Planet 
Suite, forms the 
main in-game music to good 
effect and there are plenty of 
sampled sounds to keep 
things suitably raucous. 

With some super-fast 
polygon routines, and the 
chance of dogfights aplenty, 
Epic definitely lives up to its 
name.

This year has seen the 
release of some excellent 
flight Sims, most notably F-15 
it and SuperFufcrum But 
Electronic Arts are hell-bent 
on out-doing even these two 
gems with a title that would 
receive a listing tor 'most 
heavily-researched software' 
in the Guinness Book of 
Games Record, if one were 
ever to be published. 

Binds of Prey is without a 
doubt the most ambitious 
flight sim ever. It features 
dozens of planes, ranging 
from the hi-tech B-2 Stealth 
Bomber to the lumbering 
Boeing 747 and Hercules 
transport craft. And here's 
just a few more: F-117A, F- 
15 Eagle, F-16 Falcon, F-14

The graphics are very utili- 
tarian, as with most flight 
Sims.

mash TV, the coin -op,

^0 with big guns and 
plenty of things to blast. 
Remarkably, though, it has 
no fire buttons. 

The game is based on a 
futuristic game show, where 
the contestants have to fight 
for their lives while winning 
prizes such as VCRs and 
cars. Each room the players 
enter has four doors through 
which armies of baseball- 
wielding bad guys charge, 
aiming to cripple anyone who 
comes near them. Naturally, 
the only way to survive is to 
kill everything. To make 
things extra diffiuclt, every 
five rooms huge armed 
guardians make unwanted 
appearances and are virtually 
impossible to kill. The first is 
a half- man half-tank creature 
that has to be blown up five 



times before its guns are 
silenced. If anything, though, 
it's a little too difficult to over- 
come so early in the game. 

This is one conversion I 
have been really looking for- 
ward to as the coin-op is one 
of my all-time favourites. 
Ocean have managed to 
capture ail the excitement 
and most of the features of 
the original, The coin-op clev- 
erly solved the problem of 
having a human character 
run in one direction and 
shoot in another. Until now, 
coin-ops such as Mercs and 
Ikari Warriors used rotational 
joysticks, where the stick 
could be turned to alter the 
direction of fire. Smash TV, 
however, features two joy- 
sticks: one to steer the 
contestant and the other to 
fire the gun in the direction 
it's pushed. The Amiga ver- 



sion also uses this system, 
and it works very well provid- 
ing both sticks have got 
suckers and a flat surface to 
stick to. There's also a single 
stick method where you can 
only fire forwards, but this 
method isn't quite so suc- 
cessful. 

One of the attractions of 
the arcade machine is the 
huge amount of things to 
shoot At any one time there 
can be up to fifty robots, 
humans and other deadly 
players all dishing out their 
own brand of violence at 
once. Much to my surprise, 
the conversion also has this 
inordinate amount of gun fod- 
der, and it's this that makes 
the game such a success.

Creating a s&quel to a 
successful game is a 
double-edged sword.

Alongside are icons 
that control basic functions: opening doors, picking up 
objects, etc. The screen is adjustable to fit the needs of the 
player, but text input is often the best method for getting 
across ideas to the parser 

Scattered throughout the game are arcade sequences, 
clumsily called 1 interact! ves\ which rnclude landing on the 
moon and fighting off boarders. These sequences can be 
bypassed, which makes their delusion in an adventure rather 
redundant {fans of the genre are notoriously unwilling to play 
arcade games).

Design, to the fore, Menace still piays as well 
today as it did on its release two-and-a-half years 
ago. A simple horizontal scroller, with the usual 
waves of odd -looking meanies followed by the obli- 
gatory end -of -level guardians, Menace is a treat to 
look at and its simplicity makes it a joy to play. 
There are six levels in all, taking the player through 
detailed city scapes and lush forests, and these are 
brimming with all manner of aliens and installations. 
Initially armed with a paltry laser and a limited sup- 
ply of energy, the player must destroy as many of 
these as possible. If a complete wave is destroyed, 
a silver plaque appears which is, in fact, your extra arma- 
ments. As shots are pumped: into these they subsequently 
transform into such useful goodies as lasers, cannons, shields 
and extra energy. 

Menace is still a real cracker, and whilst it isn't as techni- 
cally polished as the likes of Denaris and R-Type //, it is every 
bit as playable and for the asking price is a genuine steal.

AN IDEAL WORLD 

Utopia takes the ideas initially devel- 
oped in Sim City, and expands upon 
them to create whole new vistas of 
game- playing enjoyment. In some ways, 
the game is simpler than its older 
French progenitor but, in many regards, 
it's infinitely more subtle and complex. 
The addition of combat adds complica- 
tions immediately and, challenging 
though this may be, unless you know 
what you're doing, Utopia can be a frus- 
trating and time-consuming business. 

STARTING OUT 

There are two possible opening strate- 
gies that you can adopt. Which ever one 
you choose will dictate how the game 
develops for the first few hours, and it 
may well decide your ultimate fate, You 
can embark upon a plan of rapid expan- 
sion, developing your military skills 
early, and adopting an aggressive 
stance towards any aliens who happen 
to share your planet. Or alternatively, 
you can take a more passive stance, 
merely repelling enemy attacks, and 
placing your citizen's Quality of Life 
(QOL) as your primary concern. I favour 
the former strategy, so that's what I'll 



describe here. 

Establish laboratories within the first 
month, and start building spaceship fao*| 
tories. Start labs off with a grant of 
1O,000GR and ensure that, from the 
word go, each one has the maximum 
complement of scientists. This will slow 
down construction, but the weapons 
that'll be developed will make it worth 
your while. Commence work on larger 
spaceships as soon as possible. Once 
built, they're going to need large sup- 
plies of fuel, so buy this whenever the 
market is favourable. Don't bother with 
tanks, land-mines will suffice 

ARMS RACE 

At this stage build as many weapons as 
you can, as quickly as you can. Pay par- 
ticular attention to the defense of your 
colony: once the enemy becomes aware I 
of you , they'll attack with frequency- 
Surround your city with alternating rings 
of laser turrets - plasma guns later on - ' 
and land mines. The latter are particu- 
larly uselul because you can watch the 
enemy attack then drop the mines in 
their paths. 

Although useful against air attacks, 
missiles are far too costly and can only

oe used once. The other disadvantage 
is that you have to launch therm man u- 
afly, whereas turrets automatically shoot 
at any airborne raider who strays within 
their range. But don't just leave laser 
and plasma turrets to rotate on their 
own. Position them so that they're all 



facing outwards and primed, 

The sooner you send out spies, the 
sooner you'll receive useful intelligence 
about the enemy. When financing intelli- 
gence operations, you'll have to provide 
a constant kitty of over 2C0OOGR to 
receive the highest level of information.

As you'll have gathered,, this aggres- 
sive policy requires a lot of money to 
implement, so raise the tax-rate to at 
least 20%. Although in the short-term 
this will annoy your citizens, it helps to 
bring long-term stability. Or why not 
trade? Every item on the computer 
undergoes price fluctuations. Buy cheap 
and self high! 

POPULATION EXPLOSION 

It also helps if you accept all offers of 
additional colonists from Earth. Although 
you have to pay for them, they represent 
additional tax revenue, builders, techni- 
cal staff and procreation material! 

Whilst your colony is growing, try to 
keep your citizens as happy as possible. 
If you allow their food, power or air sup- 
plies to run out frequently, you II hamper 
their growth. Visit the Administrator 
often; if Production falls below Usage, 
immediately build more of whatever^ 
needed. 

If you're trying to locate ore or fuel 
using the global map, it can often be dif- 
ficult to find the mineral deposits once 
you return to the game screen. If you 
position markers over the deposits on 
the enlarged global map, they'll be much 
easier to find. 

ON MANOEUVRES 

When you discover the location of the 
enemy's base, don't immediately send 
all of your forces in for a do or-die 
assault, Your spies can glean valuable 
information from the defeat of a smail 
number of your men, which will enable 
you to gain a more decisive victory later. 

After the initial buz2 of activity, I tend 
to take things very gradually, slowly 
building my armies and resources until I 
feel ready to launch my ultimate assault. 
Perhaps you can do things differently, 
but hopefully these tips will give you the 
start you need.

THE GUIDING 
LIGHT GOES DIM 

For some time now a group of adven- 
ture enthusiasts have been manning the 
telephone helpline called Guiding Light. 
Baffled adventure players could call this 
number and have their problems solved 
instantly instead of waiting for a reply 
from the many magazine services. The 
high cost of the information provided by 
such telephone services discourages 
most players by making use of them and 
it's probably for this reason that the 
number of calls received by Guiding 
Light have not been sufficient to support 
the service. Reluctantly, the outfit have 
been forced to scale down their opera- 
tion to only providing a taped message 
containing hints and tips for arcade 
games. However, it is planned to rein- 





state the adventure 
helpline in the near 
future by allowing the 
caller to use a voice- 
activated query system 
which will handle 
adventure games. 



W92 AND ALL THAT 

I don t want to be too anti-European 
about this, but every time I receive a 
game which comes from either France 
or Germany my heart sinks just a little. I 
sometimes wonder if their game-writers 
are on the same planet as the rest of us. 
With the exception of Delphine 
Software, who have produced a string of 
chart toppers such as Cruise For A 
Corpse and Operation Stealth, there are 
a few distinctly dodgy Continental offer- 
ings going around. Do you remember a 
graphical adventure called Ooze? As I 
recall, it was extremely difficult for mag- 
azines to obtain a copy of that German 
game for reviewing and, in hindsight 
there may have been a very good rea- 
son why the publishers didnl want it 
reviewed before the punters paid for it. 
Two new games have now been 
released from the same stable, although 
I think it more probable that they 
escaped. 

The first game is a tale of terror and 
unbelievable horror, but more about its 
graphics later! Lords of Doom is the 
name and its storyline places you in 
charge of a small group of people who 
are stranded in a town which is infested 
with ghouls, werewolves and other 
creepy characters. Using a simple point- 
and -click interface you can find lots of 
food and weapons lining the shelves of 
the abandoned shops and offices to 
help you in your quest. The text is in the 
. 'English As She Is Spoke' style of writ- 
ing which usually accompanies such 
games and it brings lots of unintentional 
humour to otherwise turgid prose. As 
you are attacked by some foul creature 
the game will say, Don't Yell At Me, You 
Bloody Arse!' Just the sort of game to 
show the Vicar. The graphics are the 
best that an Atari ST could provide, 
which is to say 'below average'. If you 
are a fan of The Mummy, The Werewolf 
or even Alf then you might find some- 
thing of interest, but there are much 
better games around. 

The second offering from Starbyte is 
Crime Time which fits nicely into the 
Who-Dunnit (and Who-Cares?) genre of 
adventure games. Seedy hotel rooms, 
empty whisky glasses and full ash-trays 
are the backdrop for this grimy, detec- 
tive story. The first of the game's two 
disks is dedicated to a spectacular 
graphic introduction which looks and 
sounds great. The noise of the rain as it 
pours over the stark, backstreet build- 
ings is very impressive. On its own the 
introduction would be worthy of being 
part of some Public Domain Megademo 
Disk and I liked it a lot. Unfortunately, all

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it does in this case is point out just how 
dismal the graphics of the main game 
are. To give the game the atmosphere 
of an old Hollywood movie, your view of 
the surroundings is shown from odd- 
angled camera shots, and the text is full 
of wise-guy quips, but none of this can 
disguise the fact that the game has 
nothing new to offer and the whole con- 
cept is dated. 

AEGIS VISIONARY 

Scratch the surface of any game player 
and I guarantee that you'll find a frus- 
trated gamewriter. Sooner or later we all 
get the urge to write an adventure or 
role playing game, and that is why 
game-writing utilities are very popular. 
The Aegis Visionary package promises 
that it will make you, A top game devel- 
oper overnight. Enabling you to create 
detailed adventure games using animat 
ion, sound and graphics with this easy- 
to-use development system*. Hmrnm. 

I have only spent a few hours with 
this package and therefore I would be 
the first to admit that I still know very lit- 
tle about it, but here is a short list of 
things which I have uncovered. 

Basically, what you are buying is a 
Compiler. Linker and Debugger software 
suite. Just like BASIC or Pascal or 
Fortran, this is a program language con- 
taining statements and useful routines 
which you can use to construct your 
game. If you are not a programmer, or 
at least someone who is familiar with the 
concepts of writing software, you ain't 
going to find this easy. The manual rec- 
ommends some good art packages 
which you will need beforeryou even - 
start - because there isn't one in this 
box! It also recommends some good 
sound sampling and sound editor pro- 
grams which you will also need if you 
want to include sound effects, It even 
recommends a good text editor which is 
needed to type in your program, 
because one isn't available either. 

The software can be installed on a 
hard disk, which is just as well because I 
suspect that you'll very quickly go stark 
raving mad if you try and use rt from a 
floppy disk. I tried to carry out a few sim- 
ple operations using a system with two 
floppy drives and I soon became disillu- 
sioned. The next hurdle (which I find 
unforgivable) is that all of the utilities 
which are provided must be run from a 
CLI window. This package does not 
boot up into the user-friendly environ- 
ment of windows, icons and pull-down 
commands as you might expect, it's all a 



slog at the workbench level. A sample 
game is provided on the disk, but unfor- 
tunately, it has only been supplied as 
the source code files. 

This is very useful in helping you 
understand how a game should be writ- 
ten, but you won't be seeing anything 
exciting until all of the files have been 
found m one of the lower directories, 
compiled, linked and stored on a spe- 
cially-prepared disk. Even during this 
operation the software informed me that 
it couldn't find some of the files it 
needed from the C: directory - which 
wasn't surprising as I had no hard disk 
fitted! Despite wrestling with the soft- 
ware for two hours I never did manage 
to get the demo game to run which 
either says something rude about my 
abilities or the manual Maybe the lan- 
guage is magnificent, and all manner of 
wonderful games can be written with it, 
but it will take a lot of time to prove it. 
On the other hand, if an interface had 
been provided which presented the list 
of options more simply, and if a 'ready to 
run' demo was provided which inspired 
enthusiasm, it would have dramatically 
changed the whole package.

A hard drive has become an essential 
add-on for business and producivity 
users. Mat Broomf ield puts a couple to 
the test to see how they perforin. 




Designed exclusively for the Amiga, the Impact plugs directly intenhe Amiga's expansion port and 
is so designed to look a part of the original machine. It's amazingly last and provides the user with 
numerous expansion possibilities including extra memory slots. 



WHY BOTHER? 

A hard drive is the computer equivalent 
of fifteen jabs of anabolic steroids. A 
typical twenty megabyte drive will hold 
the equivalent of over twenty three 
floppy disks, and a 1 05 meg unit can 
hold over 122 disks worth of data. 

In fact, most drives will hold much 
more than this because, when you load 
a floppy, each disk has to contain all of 
the routines and files that the program 
will use. A lot of software use similar 
library routines, so you will only need a 
single copy of each on your hard drive. 
Therefore, although in actual bytes a 
twenty meg drive can store 23 floppies 



worth of information, in terms of sepa- 
rate programs it may be able to store 
the equivalent of forty or more disks. 

By compiling several disks of infor- 
mation on a single hard -drive, the 
endless disk-swapping of programs 
such as Lattice (Aztec) C and 
Professional Page can be completely 
avoided. 

SPEED KILLS 

A hard drive runs much faster than its 
floppier and flimsier counterpart. It can 
access many different programs in a 
session, moving from one to the other in 
a fraction of the loading time. 



Hard drives are available in sizes 
ranging from 20 right up to 300 
megabytes, and the abilities of each 
vary tremendously in terms of speed, I 
reliability and performance. 

With this in mind, let's take a look at 
the Impact Series II from GVP and the 
System 2000 from Vortex to see what 
they offer. 

INSTALLATION 

Before either can be used, they must be 
connected and configured. Neither drive 
is supplied with a particularly expansive 
manual and consequently they suffer. 

Designed exclusively for the Amiga, 
the Impact slots directly into the expan- 
sion port. Before connecting it however, 
a metal shield must be attached to the 
computer. This reduces radio interfer- 
ence which the hard drive emits. 
Although simple enough once you know 
what you're doing, connecting the shield 
incorrectly is likely to kill your Amiga. 

The System 2000 is connected to the 
Amiga via a device called the personal- 
ity module which is included with the 
system. This is a small interface which 
plugs into the expansion port and acts 
as an Interpreter' between the drive and 
the Amiga. The actual hard drive is not 
Amiga specific; it can be connected to 
any computer for which Vortex manufac- 
ture such a module. In one respect, this 
is very convenient because it means 
that should you move from an Amiga to 
a PC, for example, you only have to buy 
a new personality module to continue 
using the drive {although the data previ- 
ously stored on it will not be accessible). 
The down-side to this method of doing 
things, is that being non-Amiga specific, 
it's much harder to include slots for add- 
ons such as memory boards etc. 
Another good thing is that both manu- 
facturers pre-format their drives before 
they leave the factory. This means that 
you can get on with the business of fill- 
ing them with data all the quicker. 

The final task before use is called 
partitioning, or sub-dividing the drive. 
This process reduces the number of 
inappropriate files and directories that 
have to be scanned before selecting the 
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desired program. For exam- 
pie, a drive with three 
partitions may have games 
stored in the first with utilities 
and data saves in the other 
two Both drives are already 
bisected into two partitions 
at the factory, although 
many users will prefer to re- 
partition them using the 
software supplied. 

The first partition is 
recognised as DHO:. Many 
programs which include a 
hard disk installation option 
can only use this so it's 
definitely the most impor- 
tant partition. I would 
suggest that it should also 
be the largest, 

GETTING 
DOWN TO 
BUSINESS 

Most people will want a 
drive which is capable of 
auto -booting. This 
means that when the 
computer is switched 
on, the hard drive will 
automatically execute a 
startup-sequence and 
load Workbench if 
there isn't a disk present in 
OFO:, the internal Amiga floppy drive. 



SAY, WHAT? (JARGON EXPLAINED) 

AUTO- BOOT: The ability of a hard drive to automatically take over the Amiga's disk 
operating system so that the startup-sequence is executed with nut the need to put a disk 
Into the internal drive. 

AUTO-CONFIGURE MEMORY: The A 500 is not designed to address mere than one 
megabyte of memory, although by the use of configuration software, and perhaps some 
modifications to Its circuit hoard, more memory can be used. Auto-configure memory 
negates all that messing around and is immediately available without the need for soft- 
ware or hardware modifications. 

FORMAT: Prepare a disk to store machine specific data. 

INTERFACE: The intermediary connection between one device and another. 

LOGICAL DEVICE: A special directory to which data may be sent or from which it may 
be read. Logical devices differ from ordinary directories In that they can be referenced 
with generic names such as DFQ: C: LIBS: etc which encompass any directory assigned to 
that device name. 

PARTITION; A sub-division uf a hard drive. Each partition is treated by the Amiga as a 
separate dish drive, 

PERSONALITY MODULE: A module which translates the Information transmitted by 
any computer into the format required by the hard drive. 

STARTUP-SEQUENCE: The series of commands which is executed when a hard drive is 
turned on, or a DOS disk is inserted into the f loppy drive after a reset. 




Amigas which operate 
under Kickstart 1 .2 or its 
predecessors, do not have 
the ability to handle auto- 
booting hard drives. However. 
Vortex have programmed their drive so 
that it'll auto -boot even on 1 .2 machines, 

GVP have not demonstrated the 
same foresight. But for 1.3 owners, the 
Impact does have an additional advan- 
tage - it has an in-built game switch. 
Turn this off and the drive won't auto- 
boot - an advantage as not all software 
will run with an auto- booting system. 

You can check which version of 
Kickstart you have by turning your 
Amiga on without a disk in the internal 
drive. After a few moments the Kickstart 
screen will appear (a blue hand holding 
a disk) and beneath it, the version num- 
ber of your system. 

STORING DATA 

This is where it all starts happening. No 
matter how clever or well documented a 
hard drive is, the most important feature 
is its ability to store information. 

I found that when using a one 
megabyte Amiga I constantly ran out of 
memory, even when using very basic 
programs. 

The Impact doesn't like my ICD four 
meg memory upgrade at all, and 
crashes frequently, bringing the com- 
puter down with it. It seems to react 
especially strongly against Scribble! 
and Professional Page/Draw, particu- 
larly when accessing the disk for saves. 
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Berth drives include Internal cooling fans, but 
the Impact's was signilicantly louder lhan the 
2QQO end is quite dislraciing.

TflEWS 

The System 2000 seemed rather 
more stable , but it gave constant and 
unjustified read/write errors. Clicking on 
cancel, programs resume operations as 
usual so these 'ghost' errors seem to be 
a fault with the interface hardware rather 
than the drive itself. Mind you, in their 
instruction manual Vortex state that all 
hard drives contain a number of dam- 
aged tracks the second they come off 
the production line; so perhaps th sir's 
suffer more than most? Whatever the 
answer. I begrudge paying over £500 for 
a drive that's not 1 00% perfect when 
new! 

VROOM VROOM 

In terms of speed, the Impact was sub- 
stantially faster than the Vortex. The 
System 2000 was on average six times 
faster than the Amiga's internal floppy 
disk drive, whereas the Impact was a 
massive 36 times taster. The greatest 
speed increase was produced when 
reading or writing large blocks of data in 
a single chunk. The larger the data 
block, the greater the speed differential 
between the Impact, the System 2000 
and the Amiga's internal drive. 

When reading raw data in blocks 
32768 bytes long, the Impact reaches 
data transfer speeds averaging 451 .404 
bytes per second. That means that it 
can load a full 51 2k of data in only 1.15 
seconds! The System 2000 takes just 
under 1 1 seconds to read the same 
amount of data, while the internal drive 
is still chugging along 30 seconds after 
that (41.6 seconds per 512k], 



LETS MAKE SOME NOISE 

Both drives include internal cooling fans 
which whirr constantly when the drives 
are switched on. The Impact has the 
loudest fan, and even though if s only 
equivalent to a loud refrigerator, it drove 
me crazy after a while. The System 
2000 fan operates at a quiet hum. 

The reverse is true of the actual hard 
drive mechanisms when reading or writ- 
ing. The Impact is extremely quiet, 
which reflects the superlative quality of 
its Quantum mechanism, while the 
Vortex drive dicks along in a strangely 
reassuring way. 

A QUESTION OF STYLE 

Physically, both drives are very attrac- 
tive, and their architecture is suited to 
different requirements. Whilst the Impact 
is perfectly styled to match the Amiga, it 
requires extra desk space alongside the 
computer. The System 2000, on the 
other hand, has a very clean, business- 
like appearance and is connected via a 
two-foot cable, which means that you 
can locate it on a nearby shelf if desk 
space is tight. 

GVP FOR ADDIf IVES 

The Impact also includes a SCSI inter- 
face, which can daisy-chain up to six 
other SCSI peripherals It also includes 
GVP's proprietary Minislot which is a 
special connector designed so that addi- 
tional GVP products can easily be used 
with the Amiga. 

Up to eight megabytes of expansion 
memory in the form of SIMMS modules 
can also be added. Any memory expan- 
sion is auto-configuring so there's no 
need to start soldering bits of wire to the 
inside of your Amiga. SIMMS are now 
available for as little as £1 05 for four 
megabytes, so the option to add them to 




the drive is a tremendous 
bonus. 

Each drive offers differ- 
ent advantages: the System 
2000 is quiet to use, compatible with 
I CD' s Adram and can be used with other 
computers. The Impact is scorchingly 
fast, looks as if it's part of the Amiga ani 
provides the user with numerous expan- 
sion possibilities, the most important ol | 
which are the extra memory slots. 

On the negative side, System 2000 is 
incredibly over-priced, offers no expan- 
sion ports except an extra drive port, 
isn't particularly fast and keeps on ■gen- 
erating phantom read/write errors. 
Impact requires additional desk space 
and disagrees violently with I CD's 
Adram board, begging the question: 
how many other products is it incompati- 
ble with? 

Both drives are expensive by today's 
standards; however with the Impact you 
get a Rolls Royce of a hard drive, with 
the System 2000 you get... a hard drivel

|L|o matter how long the cord on your 
W joystick, there are times when you 
wish that you could discard it com- 
pletely. Now the problem Is solved - 
forever.

REACHING OUT 

The Freedom Connection is an infra-red 
transmitter that allows the user to oper- 
ate a joystick up to eighteen feet away 
from their computer. Consisting of a 
base unit which acts as a receiver, and 
a remote unit which forms the transmit- 
ter, the first unit is plugged into the 
joystick port of the Amiga and placed 
close to the monitor or TV screen facing 
towards the user. Any Atari -compatible 
joystick can be plugged into the trans- 
mitter which requires four AAA batteries 
to operate. The transmitter can be 



plugged into either joystick port and 
includes a switch to allow the user to 




select whkih one they want to use, It 
also includes an auto-fire switch. 

LIBERATION 

Playing Pi-Type 2 presented no prob- 
lems as J delivered a steady and rapid 
stream of bullets, whilst deftly avoiding 
all obstacles. The auto -fire mode, which 
sends a rapid pulse when the fire button 
is pressed, did tend to make things 
rather jerky when I tried to move at the 
same time, however. 

The transmitter includes a belt hook 
so that it can be suspended from the 
user's waist, and I found this the most 
convenient way to use it. The greatest 
advantage to using a remote control 
transmitter, rather than a remote control 
joystick, is that you can use your 
favourite stick. This is a definite plus; 
previous remote control joysticks are 
very rarely to the user's taste. Stylish 
design, good solid construction and a 
long range make this unit a sure fire 
winner in my book,

THE MAIN EVENT 

The TKB-MT-A is very similar to the TKB-MT. 
It features an ergonomic design which fits 
your hand more comfortably, and includes a 
special switch, which, when pressed with 
another button, keeps it activated until 
unlocked 1 . For example, if you're drawing 
using D-Paint press the left button to begin 
drawing, and use the lock' button to fix the 
button mode.

LITTLE BROTHER 

The TK8-MT \s a grey unit about the size of 
two packs of cigarettes stood side-by-side It 
has a good solid feel to it, and the two-inch 



ball is reassuringly heavy. The 
two buttons, which perform the 
same function as those on a 
mouse, are located 1 at the top 
right of the unit and respond 
positively. However, because the 
ball is positioned at the lower left 
of the unit, it's obviously been 
designed solely with right- 
handed people in mind. I tried 
using it left-handed, but it felt 
very unnatural. 

Using my thumb to manipu- 
late the ball, and my index and 
middle fingers to operate the 
buttons, l must admit it felt very 
comfortable. It takes a lot more 
effort than a mouse to move the pointer 
around the screen, especially over large dis- 
tances, but I found the TK8-MT\o be very 
responsive and precise. A standard mouse 
works at a resolution of approximately 220 
dots per inch (DPI) and is capable of regis- 
tering movement of up to 35cm per second.

PRODUCT TEST

Mat Broomfield tests Hewlett Packard's £1000 
colour PaintJet printer and gives his verdict. 




There are a number of colour print- 
ers on the market, and at £999 
(excluding VAT) the PaintJet is cer- 
tainly one of the more expensive - so 
how does it justify its price? 

The first part of the test was purely 
concerned with ease of output. After 
hooking the printer up f tests were done 
of its ability to print from DPaint, and 
using the HP PaintJet driver via 
Workbench, it worked perfectly and was 
easy to configure, 

ALL IS NOT WELL 

A particularly colourful image was used, 
and whilst it printed fairly well, the 
colours were nowhere near as bright as 
they'd appeared on screen. Hardly 
worth a grand so far,. On printing thirty 
more screens, ranging from simple 
images comprised of bright bold colours 



through to complex scenes using many 
subtle shades, the results were fairly 
satisfactory. 

HOW MANY 
COLOURS?! 

As far as shading goes, the colours 
were blurred and indistinct. The Painijet 
prints at 180 dots per inch, which is 
equivalent to a 32-pin dot matrix. Depite 
thfi high resolution, though, it can't cope 
with blocks of solid colour. Not only is 
the problem of banding (white strips 
every row) worse than on 9-pin dot 
matrix printers, but areas of solid colour 
look grainy. The system really ought to 
create a wide range of smoothly- printed 
colours. 

By switching on Floyd-Steinberg 
shading (from preferences), the printer 
produced more accurate colours, but the 



print-outs became too dark. 

In text mode, the printer swishes 
along at a very healthy 180 characters 
per second, but its resident fonts are of 
a low quality, and aren't even up to the 
standard of a 24-pin printer. 

LOOKS BORING 

The PaintJet is a fairly dull -looking 
printer. It measures about 18 inches 
wide by 12 deep, and stands four inches 
high, with the corners rounded to dis- 
guise its bland rectangular shape. All 
the machine's 
controls are 
located to the 
right of the 
printer, whilst 
the cables are 
tucked neatly 
away around 
the back. 

Cut sheet 
or continuous 
(sprocket 
feed) paper up 
to eight inches 
wide (A4 size) 
can be used, 
and as an HP 
Painjet printer 
driver is avail- 
able with 
Workbench, 
running the 
printer is sim- 
plicity Itself. 

I was very 
surprised at 
how badly the 
PaintJet 
printed colour 
screens, and 
the quiet print- 
ing doesrft 
compensate 
for its high 
price tag and 
poor print 
quality. If 
you're In the 
market for a 
colour printer, I strongly suggest that 
you consider the Star LC200C or the 
Citizen Swift 24 with colour kit. Even the 
dirt-cheap Okimate 20 seems attractive 
compared to Hewlett Packard's offering. 
Any of the above printers will operate 
with Care Electronics' £40 Fiexidump 
program, and this wilt improve screen 
printing beyond anything the PaintJet is 
capable of. 

The PaintJet way have been exciting 
when it was first released, but today it 
just looks rather sad. Save your money. 
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• Easy-to-use printer with poor fonts 

• Fails to shade or print solids properly

ight and sound, in terms of pure 

physics, are closely related - for 
^■instance, they both travel in waves 
and have varying frequencies. Pixound 
uses this affinity to convert pictures into 
music and the program's accompanying 
manual goes to great lengths to explain 
the relationship between painted art and 
music It actually made me believe that 
what I thought was 9: joke could actually 
be quite an interesting program. 

On loading the program, I instructed it 
to convert the Pixound logo into a tune. 
At the very least someone should have 
ensured that this particular action had 
impressive results, but what came 
through the monitor sounded like a cat 
having a fit on the keys of an out-of-tune 
piano. 

On my second attempt with the pro- 
gram, I converted a digitised picture of 
Neil Armstrong walking on the moon to 
a tune which used the Pixound mode 
called F Lydian. The tune grew progres- 
sively out-of-key, and no matter what 
picture I used the results were all 
painfully similar. 

Pixound can accept virtually any 
type Of IFF picture file from 1 6 to 4096 
colours. It also has its own built-in paint 
package, which is crude but contains 
enough features for you to create very 



A MODEL CITIZEN

modes, which are accessed by transposing 
scales and chords tc different positions. Take

If drawing your own pic- 
tures seems too much hassle, Pixound 
has its own graphics generator which 
produces artwork that matches the ran- 
dom tunes. Using 31 different colour 
inversions, colour cycling can be used to 
produce some really freaky sonics. 




The composition can be outputted in 
any key and in a dozen styles A piece al 
music can take on every form from tradi- | 
ttonal western to Far Eastern. 
Unfortunately, due to the random-sound- 
ing beeps which the program is infinitely 
good at creating, no matter what mode or 
key you use it still sounds awful. Tunes 
can also be harmonised in anything from 
unison to a chord such as major 6th. This 
is the only feature that produces any 
effect remotely worth listening to. 

The package lets the user experiment 
with the Amiga's sound chips to produce 
customised noise. It's also MIDI compati- 
ble, so you can use the program with 
sound banks and keyboards. 

It's hard to see who could find this 
package useful - or even entertaining. 
The idea is good, but unless a picture 
can be created that integrates with the 
program, the results nearly always sound 
like a mass of uncoordinated electronic 
beeps. Hardcore musicians and diehard 
hippies may find a few minutes favour 
with Pixound. I for one will go elsewhere, 

• Entertaining, II inadequate, manual. 

• Is easy-to-use, although some knowledge 
of music theory will be bandy - 

• It's as musical, however* as a dead slug, 
Mozart and Bach would tarn in their paves.

Of all the products 
available to enhance the 
Amiga, Omega Project's 
Sound Enhancer is both 
affordable and amazing. 
One of the major ele- 
ments of the Amiga's 
success is its sound 
capabilities. Unlike a 
graphic equaliser or tone control circuit, 
though, the Sound Enhancer has been 
designed to complement the Amiga and 
help overcome the deficiencies in its fre- 
quency response. To explain: if a 
sample is recorded and reproduced on 
the Amiga using a low sample rate, a 
very gritty and slightly distorted sound is 
evident. In order to reduce this effect to 
a minium, a filter removes most of the 
high frequency sounds containing the 
distortion responsible for this. Ideally, 
the filter's cut-off frequency would 
change in relation to the sampling fre- 
quency, resulting in minimal loss of high 
frequency or l top\ Unfortunately, use of 
such a filter system is reserved for 
costly professional hardware, leaving 
most Amiga owners with a fixed cut-off 
frequency. 

Since the A 1000 arrived, however, all 
Amigas have software-controlled cir- 
cuitry to turn on and off the audio filter. 
This function reduces the steepness of 
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IncER.

the point at which the filter starts to cut- 
off. This manifests a reduced clarity of 
high frequency sounds, such as com- 
puter music and high quality samples. 
Omega Projects have designed a pre- 
cise equaliser circuit, with a response 
which is the inverse of the Amiga sound 
circuits, yielding a vastly improved per- 
formance, via the restoration of lost 
harmonics. 

The Enhancer is supplied with a 
basic four-page manual which explains 
how to get the most out of the device. 
The device itself is housed within a 
small, cream-coloured box On the front 
of the unit is a button to either switch in 
or bypass the enhancer (excellent for 
testing the effect) . a rotary knob for 
adjusting the sound enhancement, and

is impossible to compare in terms of specifications or results. But at less than £35. 1 can thoroughly 
recommend this product to anyone wishing to bring the quality of their Amiga's sound up to and 
beyond thai of CD, DAT or FM stereo broadcasts.

Mat Broomfield 
explains why. 



DESKTOP DIY 

With the release of programs like Kind 
Words, Wordsworth and Pen Pal, desk- 
top publishing has become cheap 
enough for most people to have a go at 
producing their own illustrated docu- 
ments. The trouble is, where do you get 
the illustrations? It's fine if you can draw 
better than Da Vinci and faster than Rolf 
Harris but, for the rest of us, clip-art is 
the answer. 

There are absolutely dozens of clip- 
art disks available, most of which are 
public domain, These range from full- 
colour images of things such as cars, 
animals, etc, to monochrome (black and 
white) pictures of cartoon characters 
and other humourous items. 

The potential uses for clip-art are 
endless, but with the introduction of sev- 
eral sets of thematic work, their 
educational value is quite obvious. For 
example. Think Limited produce a two- 
disk set called Hum an Biology which 
contain detailed colour diagrams easily 
as good as those found in text books, 
By using these images in their work, not 
only do students create neater, more 
professional looking essays and reports, 
they have more fun doing it tool 

Mind you, the artistic value of clip-art 
mustn't be overlooked either 
Collections such as RGB Studios' Real 
Things, and Artworks 1 Thematic clip-art 
are things of beauty to be enjoyed in 
their own right. They're ideal for import- 
ing into your own pictures, and will save 
you hours of work. 

Of course, the traditional use for clip 
art is as ready-made illustration within a 
desk-top publishing environment. 
Seventeen Bit's collection of disks is 
ideal for use with fantasy topics, 
whereas Softwood's Classic Clip-art is 
better suited to more traditional subject 
matters such as finance and sports. 

Provided you have the imagination 
and a printer, you can use clip art to 
transform otherwise lifeless documents 
into visually exciting statements. 

CLASSIFIED CLIPS 

There are two basic kinds of clip-art; 
bitmapped and structured. Within these

Clip art comes in al! 
shapes and sizes and can 
greatly enhance the 
printed page. It's not 
quite thit simple, though, 
as an eye for good design 
Is also essential to obtain 
the best results, 



two categories there are three further 
sub-divisions: full -colour, grey scale and 
monochrome (black and white). 

Full colour clip-art is ideal for import- 
ing into computer screens which are not 
going to be printed. As most people 
don't own a colour printer, colour art has 
to be very carefully coloured if it's going 
to be printed on a monochrome printer. 

Grey scale clip- art is usually created 
using eight or sixteen shades of grey. 
When printed on nine pin printers it 
tends to look rather distorted and 
blurred, but on a 24 pin, bubble jet or 
laser printer grey scale can add a lot of 
depth and texture to images. 



Monochrome clips will usually print 
well on any printer. Often pixel dithering 
is used to simulate areas of light and 
dark, although line art is the most ideally 
suited for use in monochrome because 
it doesn't require any shading in the first 
place, 

NOT THAT BITMAP 

Bitmapped clip-art is basically standard 
ILBM (IFF) pixel images saved in a 
brush format. Most art packages are 
capable of storing images in this way. 
Bitmapped clip-art is the most readily 
available, and has the advantage that 
it's easy to produce if you have either a 
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PHILIP!

When bitmapped clip-art is sent to a 
printer, it prints each individual pixel, 
and images can therefore appear to be 
quite granular and blocky looking, espe- 
cially if the image has been enlarged. If 
til e image is to be enlarged when 
printed, distortion can often occur 
because the pixels can only be precisely 
magnified by whole values - times two, 
or times six for instance. An enlarge- 
ment factor of 2.4 or 7,63 can't be 
accurately created using bitmaps. 

STRUCTURE THIS 

Structured (or scaleable) clip-art is 
formed in a totally different way to 
bitmaps, Rather than representing a 
shape as a series of pixels, a mathemat^ 
ical definition of the shape is used. An 
ellipse, for instance, 
would be defined 
as a centre point, a 
radius, a degree of 
Curve and an angle 
of tilt. 

For very tiny 
objects, structured 
definitions are more costly in terms of 
memory. When they're printed, the com- 
puter translates the shape definition in 
memory into the highest resolution 
printer image possible. 

The greatest advantage of structured 
clip -art is the fact that it can be enlarged 
or reduced by any factor within the size 
limits of the destination printer with no 
decrease in quality whatsoever

For sheer quality of the printed image, 
the structured format of E-clips gets my 
vote of approval, but as far as value for 
money, diversity of subject matter and 
attractiveness goes, Public Dominator's 
Clip-It series is definitely tops. For use 
when creating computer art, the Real I 
Things series and the Thematic clip-art \ 
are very inspirational and only a tool 
could fail to come up with something 
beautiful using them. 

WHY PAY? 

With so much superb I 
public domain dip-art 
available you might I 
be wondering why 
you shouid bother 10 
buy any commercial stuff, especially 
when some of it costs £50 a set or 
more. 

In the case of structured clip-art, the 
answer's easy, there isn't actually any in 
the public domain. 

With bitmapped clip- art it's perhaps 
not so easy to justify the expense. True, 
much of the commercial stuff is created i 
by professional artists and is perhaps a 
touch more stylish than the PD equivh 
lents, but the most important reason for 
buying, in my opinion, is the fact that 
you get a manual with the commercial 
stuff! These manuals usually show you 
every single image in the set and often 
contain advice on how best to use the 
art. A manual might not sound very spe- 
cial, but it certainty saves a lot of time 
when you're trying to find particular 
types of image.

GHOSTED MENUS

A500, I was told to go to a 
menu and select Open', 
When I tried to do this, Open 
wouldn't highlight, it was 
ghosted. How do I get rid of 
this?

Ghosting Is when text or a 
menu option appears to be 
dimmer than usual. As 
you're probably aware, this 
is the Amiga's way of 
telling you that a menu 
option is not available, or 
that a window hasn't been 
selected. 

There are a number of 
reasons why this could 
occur; the option may not 
be implemented yet, for 
example. In some pre- 
release programs, the 
menu options appear so 
that you can see that they 
exist, but the bit of the pro- 
gram that responds to that 
option has not yet been 
written. This often occurs 
In demos. 

Alternatively, a menu 
option may be dependent 
upon another part of the 
program being activated. 
For example, an option to 
play a sample would not 
become active until a sam- 
ple has been loaded. 
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The third and most com- 
mon reason for ghosting, 
Is that the window of which 
the menu options are a 
part, has not been acti- 
vated. Usually all you need 
to do, is position the 
mouse pointer anywhere 
within the window and 
click the left mouse-button. 
Sometimes the window 
cannot be activated until 
another program which is 
currently running, has 
bean stopped, I suspect 
that this is the problem in 
your esse. 

Go up to the 'Run' menu 
at the top of the screen. If 
you can, select STOP to 
Interrupt whatever program 
was currently running. You 
should then be able to 
select 'Open' as usual, 
although you may need to 
select 'Show List' and 
'Show Output' to reset the 
screen display so that you 
can continue working.

Not only can you find out 
about the locations ot any 
celestial bodies on a given 
date, you can view the sky 
from any location and alti- 
tude, at any time of the day 
looking in any direction. 
Information can be 





accessed on any of the 
known stars, planets and 
even solar systems. 

The program can move 
the stars around the sky in 
real-time, printing the loca- 
tion of stars at different 
times of day. In fact, 
Distant Suns is powerful 
enough that professional 
astronomers would find It 
useful, yet simple enough 
for ordinary people to 
enjoy.

You are, of course, right In 
your assumption that 
crunching IFF files con- 
verts them into something 
else. It converts them into 
compressed files which 
require the Powerpacker 
library to de-compress 
them. Unfortunately, the 
first thing that DPaint does 
when you try to load a pic- 
ture, Is look at the 
Information section at the 
start of the IFF file. This 
contains details about the 
picture's size, number of 



colours and screen format, 
as well as stencil and 
colour range Information. 

Naturally Powerpacked 
files do not contain this 
information in the same 
format, although It's still 
p resent . Powerpacked f I les 
start with a header that 
tells the computer that they 
have indeed been com- 
pressed. 

Compressed pictures 
can still be viewed using a 
utility called PPshow, a pic- 
ture viewer which comes 
as part of the Powarpacker 
suite of programs. 

To be honest, 
Powerpacker was never 
designed for compressing 
data files that you're still 
working on. It's main use is 
for compression of fin- 
ished data and programs 
so that valuable disk-space 
doesn't have to be wasted.

KICKSTARTING 
MEMORY UPGRADES 

I own a 1 .2 Amiga With 1 
megabyte of memory 
and I was thinking 
of upgrading it j^^I^e 
to two megs. 
Do I have to 
have a 1 .3 
kickstart fitted? 
There seems to 
be something of a 
difference of opinion.

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I have to say, you're not 
the only one who's con- 
fused by this 1.2/1,3 
memory upgrade situation. 
I think that although It ia 
possible to manufacture a 
1.5 or even 2 meg upgrade 
which Is compatible with 
an Amiga running Kickstart 
1 .2, most boards are not. I 
suggest that you call your 
local hardware store and 
check before you buy. 

Two candidates that you 
might consider are the ICD 
Adram from Silica Systems 
on 081 309 1111, and the 
Power Computing board on 
0234 843388. 

HARD DRIVE RAM 
INTRUDERS 

I've recently bought a GVP 
hard drive for my 1 meg 

A500, and, when I 
t , auto-boot the 

drive, directo- 
^* ries are 
created in 
Ram which 
don't appear to 
have anything in 
them, yet they take-up mem- 
ory. This reduction seems to 
interfere with D-Paint tU 
because I've experienced, 
many crashes since IVe 
been running ft from the hard 
drive. Is whatever the drive 
puts in Ram needed, or can it 
be removed from the startup- 
sequence? When I try to 
delete the directories from 
Ram, I receive a message 
warning m© that they're in 
use. 

On another matter, how 
do you get the multi-coloured 
fonts to work on D-Paint? I 
ran the ABC icon before run- 
ning D-Paint, and when I load 
a font the package asks if I 
want to use the font's palette r 
yet nothing appears when I 
type on screen.

The three directories to 
which you refer, are ENV, T 
and CLIPS, They are poten- 
tially very important to the 
system, although they're 
not used very often. T is 
the equivalent to the T 
directory on a normal 
Workbench disk, and Is 
used as temporary work 
space by some programs, 
Env stands for 
Environment and is used to 
store environment vari- 
ables. Clips (clipboards) is 
an area where data can be 
stored for use by two or 
more programs, ie an art 
package and Desk Top 
Publishing software. 

The directories are set 
up and assigned In 
Startup!) using the follow- 
ing commands; 
MAKEDIR RAM:T 
ASSIGN T: RAMrT 
MAKEDIR RAM; ENV 
ASSIGN 'ENV RAM:ENV 
MAKEDIR RAM:CLIP- 
BOARDS 

ASSIGN CLIPS: RAM:CLIP- 
BOARDS 

Provided you create an 
ENV: directory on your 
hard disk, I can see no rea- 
son why you can't delete 
the above lines and re- 
assign the directories In 
Startup!! as follows; 
ASSIGN T: DHQ:T 
ASSIGN ENV: DHQ:ENV 
ASSIGN CLIPS: 
DHO : Devs/CI I p boa rd s 

This will then force the 
computer to use your hard 
drive as a working area 
instead of memory. 

As for your font query, 
Tve tried running 
Cotourfonts (the ABC icon) 
from my GVP hard drive 
using D-Paint tit, and every- 
thing works perfectly even 
on a 1 meg machine. 
Judging by the fact that 
your version of D*Patnt 
actually asks if you want to 
use the font's palette, I can 
only assume that the fonts 
themselves must be faulty. 
Having said that, I'm using 
the same system configu- 




ration as you, including the 
Startup! I assigns, and my 
computer doesn't crash 
when I use D-Paint ttt f so 
maybe the program Itself Is 
faulty,

Like you, I was extremely 
interested to note the exis- 
tence of the Spectrum 
Emulator, and looked for- 
ward to receiving it with 
interest. When it finally 
arrived, I was extremely 
disappointed because, 
basically, it was crap. The 
emulator allows you to 
load a variety of Spectrum 
games from disk, but they 
all ran so slowly that the 
graphics actually split Into 
pieces as characters were 
moved around the screen. 
There also seems to be 
some legal controversy 
concerning the Spectrum 
Emulator pack that you've

described ecause the 
games that are supplied 
with it are pirate copies for 
which copyright permis- 
sion was never given. Stay 
well clear, 

On the subject of the 
CS4 emulator, I saw one 
recently, but It requires 
additional hardware cost- 
ing $25 {plus $3 Post and 
packing) which can only he 
ordered from Questronix, 
PO BOX 340285, Hartford, 
CT. United States of 
America. Tel: 0101 06134- 
0285. 1 can't vouch for how 
well it works I'm afraid. But 
Questronix describe it as a 
complete C64 upgrade sys- 
tem capable of running 
most 64 programs. 

All of the 64 and 
Spectrum emulators 
offered as Public Domain 
require some form of hard- 
ware, and the PD 
companies are only offer- 
ing what Is essentially a 
demo. 

Ironically, the ST 
Emulator which I'd have 
thought would be the hard- 
est to implement, requires 
no hardware at all. In oper- 
ation in can be used to run 
any ST software that runs 
from Gem. I tried It with a 
number of programs and 
they all worked perfectly. 
Sadly, the way it works 
means that most ST games 
won't run, but applications 
software should be no 
problem. Incidentally, it 
requires a meg to run, but I 
wouldn't really recommend 
using it with less than 1.5 
megs. 

All of the emulators I've 
seen totally take over the 
Amiga, so I don't think that 
you'd be able to run more 
than one at a time. 

READ/WRITE ERRORS 

I'm a poor student who's 
only just purchased my 
Amiga. As I'm still a begin- 
ner, I became distraught 
when, trying 
to load a

manage- 
ment sim, 
I was con- 
fronted by 
the message 
'Volume Blank has a 
read/write error 1 . 

I struggled through the 




manual and found out about 
the Disk Doctor program, 
which I loaded from CLU 
was was told that there was a 
hard error on track 18, with 
the recommendation that I 
copy the disk then reformat it. 
I tried to copy it but received 
the message Unable to read 
source disk'. 

Have t got a virus? Is the 
disk ruined? Can I recover 
the program? Please help as 
I can't afford to buy the pro- 
gram again. 
Terry Appteton, Hastings. 

If I were in your position, 
I'd return the disk to the 
shop where I bought It 
because a hard error 
means that the actual sur- 
face of the disk has been 
damaged In some way. If 
you could copy the disk 
using a program such as 
D-Copy or X-copy, you 
could attempt to repair it 
using disk doctor, but as 
you apparently don't own 
these programs, I would 
suggest that it's the manu- 
facturer's problem if their 
disks are sub-standard. 

Incidentally, although 
some viruses can produce 
read/write errors, this Is 
not one of those occa- 
sions.

ADDING EXTRA BLOCKS 

Obviously our tune would be pretty dull 
if it only played one note at a time, so 
before we move onto the next block, 
we Ye going to load another instrument. 
Click on Files which will take us back to 
the file requester where we loaded our 
first instrument. Using the left-hand 
mouse button, click once on the second 
digit of the instrument number (in the 
status bar). The number should change 
from 1 to 2 indicating that instrument 2 
is now selected, As this- second instru- 
ment isn't actually loaded, you won't 
hear any sound if you try to play the 
notes - so let s put that right. Select 
St rings 2 from the files window. If it isn't 
visible, use the up/down arrows to scroll 
through until it is- Click on Instrto load it, 

BLOCKING TACTICS 

Before we can go any further, we need 
more space to work in. It's time to add 
an extra block. 

Select Block from the control menu to 
call up the block editing options. At the 
bottom -left of the block menu you will 
see the New Block option. Click it to add 
an extra block. The new one will only 
have sixteen lines for you to enter notes 
in, so increase this to 64 before you go 
any further. Each time you need a new 
one, simply click on Add Block. 

To access the next block, look at the 
pair of three digit numbers in the status 



bar, Move the pointer over the last digit 
of the first number and click once with 
the left mouse button, The number 
should change to 1 indicating that block 
is available for editing. , 

You may sometimes want a note to 
play for more than one line. Simply enter 
the note then leave as many lines blank 
as you want it to play for; this will cause 
the note to sustain, However, certain 
instruments, such as drums, cannot be 
sustained for very long because they 
have naturally abrupt sounds, When 
you're typing in the examples, a hyphen 
(-) means leave that position blank. 

MED provides an easy way to do this 
en masse. If you click on Edit from the 
control menu, you will see an option 
called Space (S PC). This number repre- 
sents the number of lines that MED will 
skip each time you enter a note. You 
can change this number to anything you 
like by deleting the existing value and 
entering a new one. The default is 2, 
and, because that's what we re going to 
use, leave it as it ts for now. To activate 
Space click on SP from the status bar 
so that the letters SP are highlighted. 

ADDING EXTRA TRACKS 

Position the outline cursor in position 
000 of the block editing window. Use the 
mouse cursor to select instrument 1 . To 
do this, point at the second digit of the 
instrument Number and press the right 



mouse button. This will take you 
to the previous instrument 
which should be Bass Make 
sure that octaves 1 and 2 are 
still selected (press F1 if you're 
not sure), and enter the following 
notes; W-W-W-W-R-R-R- 
R-Q-Q-Q-Q-Q-G-Q-G- 
3-3-3-3-3- 3 -3-3-Q-Q- j 
G-G-T-T-T-T- 
If you entered the notes correctly, I 
and your block was properly set at 
64 lines, your cursor should now 
be back at line 000 where you 
started from. You have now com- l 
pletely filled all available lines of 
that track, 

I hope you noticed, when you 
were entering the above notes, that 
every other one was a blank space 
(denoted by a hyphen). Because 
Space is switched on, you shouldn't 
have needed to manually insert the 
spaces. However, if Space was 
not turned on, you 
could have added your 
own spaces by press- 
ing the down arrow on 
the keyboard once in 
between each note. 
Using the cursor (arrow) keys on 
the keyboard, move the outline cur- 
sor across to position 000 of the second 
track. Your cursor should be about a 
third of the way across the screen, and it 
should contain three hyphens ( — ) 

LOST IN SPACE 

In the following examples, rather than 
actually print a hyphen each time, you 
should leave a blank line. You'll see a 
number in brackets telling you how 
many lines to leave blank. Therefore, if 
you encounter the following - E [3] - it 
means press the E key , then leave 3 
blank lines. Remember, if SP is 
selected, you will automatically skip two 
lines at a time, so you may prefer to 
switch it off when you 1 re entering some 
of the spaces. Single line spaces will still 
be shown as a hyphen. Now select 
instrument 2 and enter the following 
notes: R [7] R [7] E [15] 3 [15] T [7] T [7] 

When you've entered those notes 
(and lots of spaces!) you should again 
be at line 000. Move the outline cursor 
across to track 3 and type: Y [7] Y [7] T 
[1 5] T [15] I [7] 7 [7] 

Finally, move to track 4 and type: 
0[7] I [7] I [15] 7 [15] 0 [7]0 [7] 
You've now created a block that con- 
tains four tracks of music. Because the 
Amiga is capable of producing music in 
stereo^ tracks 2 and 3 play through one 
side, and tracks 1 and 4 play through 
the other. This is only noticeable if you 
are playing the music through a stereo 
amplifier of some sort, 

Click on Play from the control menu, 
and select Play Block to listen to the 
block you've just created.

line years ago we saw the 
I launch of the Commodore 
54, a micro equipped with full 
hardware sprites and scrolling 
and a very powerful sound 
chip. This led to a surge of ama- 
teur hackers trying to make their 
machines perform effects most 
programmers would find impossi- 
ble. For many years the C64 
was the demo writers dream. 
Then came the 1 6-bit Amiga, 
also from Commodore, with its 
hardware sprites and scrolling 
and a new added feature, the 
Slitter. The Amiga started life as 
a very expensive business 
machine, much the same as any 
newly released personal com- 
puter. 

After a time the Amiga was 
re-boxed and sold as a games 
machine. Those C64 users 



couldn't believe their eyes, or 
credit repayments, and quickly 
learned to program the Amiga 
and all its snazzy hardware 
chips. To date, thousands of 
demos have been released and 
each week a new batch become 
available each week. 

Unfortunately, not all demo 
writers are of outstanding ability 
but a few fall into a category that 
surpasses many other program- 
mers. They have the ingenuity to 
push the Amiga up to, and 
beyond, the normal limits and 
therefore constantly push the 
envelope, redefine the state-of- 
the-art and do lots of other 
impressive-sounding stuff. Many 
game programmers take the 
view th£f a demo developer 
would never be able to write a 
full-blown game. A few demo 



coders have broken this mould 
and started to produce arcade 
quality games with |he backing of 
1 7 Bit Software. Already they 
have launched the critically- 
acclaimed Full Contact and Alien 
Breed, Another couple of tasty 
treats are to be released shorty 
too. With, respected demo mas- 
ters like Tobias Rlchter. Allister 
Brimble and Rico Holmes, Team 
1 7 will probably become one of 
the top software producers in 
Europe, nay, the world. We wish 
them well. . 

HOW THE SPECIAL 
VISUAL EFFECTS 
AM PRODUCED 

VECTORS 

A complicated maths formula 
that enables you to visualise 3D 



images on your 2D screen. 
Because of the complex mathe- 
matics that are performed to 
achieve this effect, the Amiga 
has little time left to actually die- - 
play the finished objects. This is 
a problem that effects all comput- 
ers, so, it's the task of the 
programmer to make the pro- 
gram run as fast as possible. The 
idea is to draw toads of objects 
on the screen using a fast line 
and fill routine, 

RAY-TRACED 

Based around the same idea and 
maths of Vectors but the finished 
objects are then given a surface 
that has a texture and lic-ht- 
source.

PLASMA 

More meaty mathematics used to 
move colour around the screen 
to give a dazzling ever-changing 
flow of colour. Producing this 
effect isn't the problem, but mak- 
ing the Amiga change each pixel 
on the screen to adiflerent colour 
certainly is!.
